The singularly bold attempt ofa par- 
cel of lobbyists to levy blackmail upon 
a combination of capitalists who have 
come before the representatives of the 
people asking for the right to spend their 
money here, and for the additional right 
to aid in developing the resources of the 
state, has not thus far attracted ‘the 
serious attention of the Georgia press. 
This is perhaps owing to the fact that to 
one not ina position to observe and 
appreciate the various influences that 

. . al 
have been put in motion, the statement 
that a lobby has been organized to 
defeat the bill grantinga charter to the 
Atlanta and Rome railroad must seem 
incredible. It is true, nevertheless, that 
the situation would justify much severer 
comments than have thus far appeared 
in Tue .Consrirution. The Auzusta 
Chronicle, for instance, alluding some- 
what indefinitely to the opposition that 
has been developed tothe Cole enter- 
prise, says:

Every sane man knows that the people 
of Georgia have a vital interest in secur- 
ing railroad competition, as well asa 
yital interest in developing and adding 
to the facilities of transportation. Upon 
these depend the progress and prosperity 
of the state. The people have no mere 
right .to secure the State road 
against competition than they 
have to protect ‘ other roads 
The Macon extension will compete with 
the Atianta division of the Central road, 
but the legislature, in response to the 
demands of the people, made the sale of 
the Macon and Brunswick road contin- 
gent upon the building of the extension. 
And yet the Central railroad has the 
same right to the protection of the state 
that the Western and Atlantic has. We 
need hardly take the trouble to show the 
absurdity of the argument in detail. 
There is one reply that will fit every 
phase of it, and that is, if the revenues of 
the State road are cut off ten per cent, or 
evoa twenty per cent, quadruple that 
amoynt will be added to the taxable 
value of property of all kinds in the 
section through which the new road will 
run. :

There is a rumor that Senator Conkling intends 
to visit the south next autumn, to make acquaint- 
ance with the peopie and, by nis airs and 
graces and newly couceived opposition to monop- 
olies, capture their political support.

vestigation. His bright and receptive mind has 


taken in during a flying journey, covering perhaps. 


a couple of fortnights, more tnan the ordinary 
slow-goipg observer has discove ed in a sejourn 
of a dozen times that number of years, His in- 
formation is marvelous in its vai.ety and extent, 
and the philosophical m fieciions and deductions 
he favors his readers with are more wonderful 
even than his facts.

000 each. The act of 1476, under which he 
lease was made, provided tiat in the lease 
the governor should require all necessary 
stipulations and arrangements to be made 
for the humane treatment of the convicts, 
for their security and proper management 
in accordanee with the rales and reguia- 
tions then in force for the control of con-~- 
victs, so far as the same might be consistent 
with the working of said convicta by the 
company. The condition of the penitentiary 
was to be at all times subject to an inspec- 


tion by the principal keeper. The governor 
was directed by the act te require the prin- 
cipal keeper to make 4 wontualy inspection 
of tbe personal condition of every convict 
heid by the companies during the lease 
anda monthiy report of the investigation 
under the inspectien, and the goveraor 
might at any time, upon a complaint made 
and supported by proper proo!, require of 
the keeper & special investigatiou Ol avy or 


of all of said convicts. in addition to 
these means, the governor might at any 
and ail times, appoint a suitable and 
intelligent person to inspect the condition 
of said convicts and report to him taeir 
condition in every respect. This compauy 
gave bond to comply with its contract and 
ihe law. It will be observed that the rizot 
of inspection was reserved by the state, aud 
the mode of its exercise was prescribed 
fhe means provided enabled the state, at 
ali times, to most effectually search the 
prison management aad bripg into the 
light whatever might be wrong. 10 Is7v 
anoiher act was passed which required the 
judges to give specially in charge to the 
grand juries the laws respecting the lhspec 
Lion, management aud coatrol of the con- 
victs. This act requires the foremau of the 
grand jury to appolnta committee of six 
ciuuzens of “the county, to be composed ol 
three members of the grand jury and three 
intelligent and upright citizens, to visit the 
conyict camps located in such county at a 
day to be fixed by the foreman and witbout 
notice to the lessees of the convicts to makea 
thorough inspection and investigation as to 
tbe sanitary condition, treatment and man 
agement of the convicts, and also whether 
there has been any violation of the laws in 
relation to the convicts by the lessees, 
managers, guards, overseers or any person 
having authority over the convicis and to 
report in writing the result of such 
inspection and investigation to the 
grand jury. If the report shows a 
violation of iaw, the grasd jury are required 
to prosecute it and to make a full report 1p 
their geoeral presentments. [t would seem 
that if it be possible to have a thorough in- 
spection, these laws provide forit First, 
the keeper of the penitentiary under the 
supervision of the governor, then the phy- 
sician appointed by the governor, who Visits 
aud inspecis the camp; then the power in 
the governor, at any and al! times, to ap- 
point a suitable and intelligent person, and 
lastiv, the committee of six, one half grand 
jury, the other half inteiligent and up 
right private citizens, and all changing at 
each term Of the court. 

It should beremembered that these con- 
victs are transferred from counties daily to 
the lessees They are criminals, con- 
demned men, who, as a rule, have led 
vicious lives, and many of whom have spent 
much time in prison. They are not held 
to be persons of perfect health or truthtul 
ness In the report of Surgeon 
Raines, dated October 21, 1880, to the gov- | 
ernor, we find this language: “I must 
sgain call vourexcellency’s attention to the 
condition of the jails in the small country 
iuwns. Some of the men are received in a 
terriblecondition, We have lost ten men 
from the jails that never did a moment’s 
work ”’ 

The principal keeper, in his biennial re- 
port, covering the period ending October 
20, 1880, says: “I deem it due the lessees to 
say thata great manyof the convicis re- 
ceived from the jails arein a bad condition, 
some dying without performing a day's 
labor; others remaining in the hospitals 
for months before being able 
to perform the lightest work.” 
Let it be remembered, further, 
that in spite of all human effort some abuge 
will occasionally creep into all prison life, 
and in fact into everything human. A 
faithful, honest, persistent effort to doright | 
will generally succeed, but where buman 
agencies are employed it will sometimes 
ail. If slight and rare mistakes are made, 
let us remember that they may come to us | 
all, and if the prison sometimes is in need 
of airing and sunlight, or is ‘‘dirty,’’ let us 
not forget that in the best ordered house- 
holds in the land these things may some- 
times occur, and that if some convicts com 
plain, some guests in the best hoteis do the 
same, Iam not attempting to justify any | 
leparture from the right, for in the control 
of the company I overlook none. What I | 
mean 1s, that it would scarcely be just to | 
condemn generally for rareand slight short 
comings, which are no part of the priso: 
management authorized by the company, 
but which arein direct violation of it 
Prison life of itself is a hardship, and for 
that very reason it is resorted to by society. 
Whilst the claims of humanity shou d | 
never be lost sight of in controlling the econ- | 
victs, the world is full of objects of sympa- 
thy as meritorious, to say Lo more, as are 
the men who are condemned for their 
crimes tothe penitentiary. If they are 
maltreated the state should see that it is 
corrected, but sympathy for them in their 
lawful punishment may do great harm

The clothing was the striped suit 
sequired by law. They are required to 
wash their persons and put on clean 
clothes every Sunday morning. The water 
orivileges are very deficient, and is not fur 
nished to the convicts as their necessities 
require for bathing purposes The food is 
plain and wholesome. We heard no com- 
plaint ag to the quantity deal: tothem. The 
physician in charge resides at Waycross, & 
distance of twenty miles from the camp, 
and is required to visit it twice a week, and 
oftener, if especially called. We found the 
convicts at work twenty miles from the 
camp, and during our inspection we found 
two of them at work who, from sickness 
and injuries, should have been in the hos 
pital. We find considerable complaint that 
panishment is severely inflicted with a 
trap by the whipping .

“At Old Town Camp of Penitentiary No. 
3, we fidd 112 convicts employed at farm 
labor. he quarters consist of main build- 
ing, hogpital, and separave building for 
females; all inclosed in substantial stock- 
ade. The buildings are well constructed, 
of suffidient capacity, and well ventilated. 
rhe beds and bedding about the same as at 
the two preceding camps. Water is 
brought into the stockade by means of a 
hydraulic ram, and is supplied to them in 
such quantities as their necessities require 
They are required to wash themselves and 
put on ¢lean clothes every Sunday morn- 
ing. Theclothingis the siriped suit re- 
quired by law. The convicts say they are 
required to work from 12 to 14 hours per 
day. There is some complaint that they 
are not allowed sufficient time for rest and 
sleep. ne food is similar ia quality to 
that of the preceding camps, The cooking 
facilities are fine, and the food is well 
cooked | Large vegetable gardens are culti- 
vated for the use of the convicts. There 
was no|complaint made to us as to the 
quantity of rations issued to them. The 
physician in charge resides at the camp 
and daily inspects the quarters and prisoa- 
ers, and nocovict is required to work when 
physica|ly unable from sickness to do labor. 
The hospital is neatly kept by a regular 
steward, and the sick are well treated and 
cared far. The prisoners complain that at 
times, when Captain James, the lessee, is 
absent, they are abused and crueliy pun. 
ished by the overseers and guards. Divine 
services are held as provided by statute.”’ 


Here are the reports of the grand jury: 

We, the grand jurors selected for the 
November term, submit the following gen- 
eral pregentments: 

In aceprdance with an act of the last legis 
lature we appointed three jurors, I. F. 
Adkins, William Little, Thomas Harde- 
man, and three citizens, M. A. Evans, 
William Sutherland and T. H. Warr, to 
visit tha camps of Georgia penitentiary No 
3, at Old Town branch, in this, Jefferson 
county, who report as foliows: 

The cOmpany in charge. W. D. Grant & 
Co., bave erected one large building known 
and desigoated as a cell building 120x24 
feet, well ventilated, made comfortabie 
with stoves for fire, free from all offensive 
matter, with bunks well supplied with 
good and sufficient bedding. This building 
is tor the less trasty convicts and is not 
only secre in itself against escapes, but is 
inclosed by a substantial stockade. Within 
this stockade is also a building for the more 
trusty convicts and a separate apartment 
for the females, and into which building no 
males ate allowed at any time to enter. 
The hospital for the sick 1s a model of neat 
ness, provided with clean, cvumfortable 
bedding-—refiecting credit upon the com 
pany for their humane provision for the ua- 
fortunate convicts when sick. 

Your ¢omimittee is satistied from what 
they saw and from conversation with the 
condembed inmates, that the treatment on 
the part of manager, guards and overseer is 
not abusive. Wesaw a hundred or more 
rations dooked and realy for delivery, con- 
sisting cf good bread, vegetables and bacon, 
amp!e fdr any laboring man. 

Toere jis in this camp 207 convicts and 31 
employes. There haye been uo escapes this 
year—only one death since April, and not a 
solitary Case of sickness at this time.

The clothing the same 
az in use at other camps, and they are re- 
quired to wash their persons, and puton 
ciean. clothes every Sunday morpring. 
Sleeping arrangements, becs and bedding, 
about the same as found at the other 
camps. Water facilities and privileges are 
sufficient. The physician lives near the 
camp, and the sick seem to be well cared 
for. Heard no complaint that they are 
regjuired to do labor when physically una- 
ble to work. We find that corporeal pun~ 
ishment exists at this caimp also, and com- 
plaint was made that, at times, it is se~ 
verely inflicted. 

“We next visited the camp in the county 
of Oglethorpe, belonging to penitentiary 
company No. 3 There are 68 convicts 
confived here, The prisoners’ quarters 
consistefa main. building for males and 
separate building for femaie convicts, and a 
he:pitalenclosed within a stockade. The 
convicts are empleyed at farm labor. The 
food is plain and wholesome, and issued in 
suilicient quantities, The coavicts are 
worked from ten to twelve kours per day. 
The clothing furnished is such as provided 
by law, and cvosvicts are required to 
cuangé clothing once a week, every Sunday 
morning they are mqaired to wash 
themselves, aud put on clean clothing. 
The sleeping arrangements are similar to 
those of the camps previousiy mentioned, 
The physician in charge of the camp lives 
at Winterville, six miles from the camp, 
and is required to visit the camp two or 
three times per week, and as often as he 
may deem it necessary. We heard of no 
complaint that men were required to work 
when sick The water privileges are good, 
and furnished tothe convicts as freely as 
their necessities require. Corporeal pun- 
ishwent is inflicted, and complaint was 
made that at times punishment was inflict- 
ed with a leather strap severely for violation 
of regulations. Divine services is had at 
the camp as often as the statute provides. 
We find good vegetable gardens for the 
convicts.”

As tothe remark that 
the solicitor general might ‘‘pour it back 
into the jug’ if he didn’t like it, he bad 
first beard that elegant remark in 1877 
from a gentleman more learned, if possible, 
than the gentleman from Muscogee; more 
distinguished, if possible, than the gentle- 
man from Muscogee, and certainly older 
than the gentleman froin Muscogee. He 
had not admired the remark when he first 
heard it, and he did not adwire it when he 
last heard it. He had heard it often 
but with due respect to the gentleman who 
had just used it, he had never heard it io 
good taste. This is a local matterand he 
trusted that the county of Muscogee would 
be allowed to regulate its own affairs and 
that the same privilege would be accorded 
to the county of Clarke, 

Mr. Garrard said he had not the least 
desire to interfere with the affairs of Clarke 
county. He opposed the bill for what he 
deemed just objections, though he would 
gladiy. see the gentleman gratified. The 
gentleman ought not to sit here to legislate 
for a county but for the whole state.

Mr. Middiebrook, of Newton, wished to

Mr. Hunt, of Spalding opposed the re. 
committal of the bill. It had been twice 
reporte! favorably by the judiciary 
committee. It does not aim a 
blow at the landed interest or at anv ixter- 
est, but simply provides justice to a class 
too poor togeiinto court. Itis not fair or 
just for a member of the judiciary commit- 
tee to move to refer ta's bill toa committee 
in which he hopes to defeat it. 

Mr. Winslow, of Houston, opposed the 
recom mittal of the bill, and thought it had 
been matu.ely considered by the judiciary 
committee. The bill did no injustice and 
would prevent hardship. 

The speaker said he must enforce the 
rule and could not allow a debate on amere 
question to recom tmittal. 

Mr. Jemison, of Bibb, opposed the mo- 
tion to recommit asan unfair method of 
defeating the bill. 

Mr. Coffin, of Stewart, favored the recom- 
mittal of the bill.

Mr. Wheeler, of Walker, calied for the 
previous question, and it was ordered. 

The motion to recommit was lost. 

Mr. Middlebrook offered an amendment 
to the committee's substitute that nothing 
in the bill should apply to crops of the 
current yearand explained why he did so. 

Mr. Winslow argued on the meritg of the 
bill and contended thatit is buta just 
protection to the tenants who are fre- 
quently unable to protect their rights under 
present laws. Good legislation is that 
which does the greatest good to the greatest 
number and this bill will help the great 
masses of the people. The present law was 
imported from Eogland and smacks of 
imperialism. 

genial colloquy ensued between Mr. 
Strother of Lincoln, and Mr. Winslow as to 
the probable operations of the bill
